Agent-General’s. Decision 
on German Trade Tax 
Arouses Discussion 


By Spectal Cable 

PARIS, Nov. 17-—There 
discussion over the precise signifi- 
cance of the decision taken by the 
Agent-General, Seymour Parker Gil- 
bert, on the subject of the levy of

Special)—-The final session of the- 


conference of the Women’s Intercol- 
legiate Association for Student Gov- 
ernment held at Vassar College, was 
devoted almost entirely to reports of 
different committees and:to election 
of officers. It was decided to con- 
tinue work which has been already 


begun in extending the honor system | 
to high schools, and a committee Was | 


appointed to engage a secretary. 

The delegates ‘voted to hold the 
conference next year at Wellesley 
College, Wellesley. Mass. According 
to the constitution of the associa- 
tion, therefore, Wellesley is presi- 
dent for the coming vear. Radcliffe 
was elected vice-president and treas- 
urer, and Connecticut College for 
Women was elected secretary. 

A report of the findings oe a. 
was read which crystallize the 
action of the entire conference. It 
said the conference considered 
student government in its relation 
to education, to student opinion and 
to the law. It was agreed that since 
student government is of educational 
Value to the officers and to the 
majority of students in training for 
citizenship, it is: justifiable to spend

DOCTORS PROTEST 
REPEALING A LAW 
TO VACCINATE DOGS 


Ree Cit’. NN. ds, ANON. ds 
i: pecial)-—-A_ resolution protesting 
against repeal of the dog vaccingtion 
ordinance by the citv commission 
here, has been unanimously passed 
by the Atlantic County Medical 
Society. 

Upon suggestion of the state Board 
of Health, the commission recently 
passed an ordinance requiring that 
all dogs be vaccinated agaimst so- 
called rabies. Dog owners, headed 
by Judge William H. Smithers of the 
Atlantic County Court of Common 
Pleas, strongly objected to the meas- 
ure-on the ground that the vaccina- 
tion is “inhumane and noneffective.” 

The city commission then passed 
unother ordinance, repealing the dog 
vaccination measure. The repeal 
ordinance comes up for final reading 
next Thursday, and at that time, rep- 
resentatives of the County Medical 
Society are to appear and protesi 
against the revocation. 

Judge Smithers. referring to the 
resolution—of the physicians, styled 
the proposed vaccination law as the 
outgrowth of propzganda spread by 
manufacturers of medicinal prepara- 
tions to boost the sales of vaccine 
and toxin. Hie announced that Dr 
Carter Glass of Philadelphia, a dog 
specialist, alse will appear before 
the city commission next Thurs- 
day to “expose this plot of the manu- 
facturers.”

Overseas business in superphos- 
phate now amounts to only 12,909 
tons, whereas export figures before 
the war were approximately 160,000. 
The explanation for this startling 
reduction is simple. During the war 
period, Great Britain was unable to 
meet foreign demands for this com- 
modity, with the result that many of 
her previous customers became man- 
ufacturers themselves. 

The home industry in basic slag, 
however, has had a very flourishing 
season and the fact that British 
farmers are realizing more and more 
the importance of grassland manur- 
ing promises well for future sales. 
Good business hasalso been done in 
other phosphatic fertilizers; in par- 
ticular, the demand for steamed- 
bone flour, finely ground North 
African phosphate, and Ephos basic 
phosphate has been excellent. 

Sales of Peruvian guano have been 
easily effected and the consumption 
of this fertilizer is mainly controlled 
by ite liumited supply. Recent ship- 
ments have been of high quality, and 
it is gratifying to note that farmers 
and market gardeners will be as- 
sured of an adequate supply during 
the coming season at a reasonabic 
price.

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SECRETARY HOOVER REPORTS 


In Review of Business Conditions for Year Ending June 
30, Secretary Finds General Activity Better Than 
in Prosperous Year of 1919 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17—In a re- 
view of business conditions for the 
year ending June 30, 1924, made pub- 
lic at the Department of Commerce 


today, Secretary Hoover says in 
part: 

“The outstanding features of the 
fiscal year were: First, the advance 
in agricultural prices, which had 
hitherto lagged behind industry since 
the slump of 1920; second, the be- 
ginnings of sound policies in German 
reperations leading to a_ hopeful 
measure of economic recovery in 
Europe; and third, the complete re- 
covery of our own industry and com- 
merce (aside from agriculture), 
great stability of prices, high produc- 
tion, full employment, expanding for- 
eign trade and prosperity through- 
out the business world. There were 
some moderate decreases in activity 
of some lines during the Jatter part 
of the fiscal year, but since its close 
there has again been general re- 
covery in those lines.”

In the case of the first income tax 
law, of 1861, publicity resulted be- 
cause no one had had the foresight 
to prohibit it.

Having once 
been forbidden in 1870, there was no 
further attempt to revive it until 54 
years later Congress deliberately in- 
serted a clause in the internal rev- 
enue law requiring the records to be 
opened. 

There undoubtedly will be an effort 
in-the next session of Congress to 
repeal thi@ clause. The success of 
that effort is, to say the Jeast, prob- 
lematical. Congress did not enact 
that provision with its eyes closed. 
In fact it has been. the subject of 
debate in the House and Senate for 
months. There will be bitter oppo- 
sition to the repeal of the clause, 
and since the next’session is to be 
a sbort one in which the major 
business will be the passage of ap- 
propriation bilis, it is questionable 
whether a decision can be reached 
on such a controversial question as 
this time. Moreover, the coming 
session of Congress has the same 
membership as the last session, 
which by a majority in both houses 
enacted the publicity clause.

Robert Louis Stevenson 
and “Cummy”’ 


This was Alison Cunningham, 
“the angel of my infant life” of “A 
Child’s Garden of Verses.” She came 
on the scene a mature woman. 

In the Stevenson household she was 
“Cummy,” a childish corruption of 
Cunningham, and he was “Smonunt,” 
a pet name not very happily be- 
stowed by his father. In the ver- 
nacular {it signifies ‘small fry.” 

In those days the mutual, semi- 
feudal attachment of employer and 
employed had not been swept away 
as a ridiculous anachronism by tri- 
umphant democracy. Cummy was 
a hireling, but she was also a cher- 
ished and loval member of the fam- 
ily. Its interests were her 
ests; its welfare her welfare. Her 
devotion to her charge was literally 
that of a “Second Mother,” as he af- 
fectionately called her.... 

Cummy harmonized ideally with 
her environment and the family tra- 
She too was deeply pious,

“A Cloud of Witnesses,” “The Saint's 
Everlasting Rest.” Foxe'’s “Book of 
Martyrs,” and “The Remains of Rob- 
ert Murray McCheyne.”’’. . The 
lights of the Covenant, Wodrow, 
Peden, and the rest, had an hon- 
oured place in the curriculum. 
At least equally important for the 
future ‘novelist, Cummy was an 
overflowing treasury of ghost, gob- 
witeh, warlock, spunky, and 
fairy stories, which she told him 
with such curdling realism that 
comes of whole-hearted hellef. 

One valuable accomplishment 
Cummy had, oftener found in French 
nurseries than in British--she reac 
aloud with admirable feeling and 
appreciation. Long afterwards Ste 
venson called her reading ‘“dra- 
matic.” The stories of Joseph 
and his brethren, of Saul and David 
and Jonathan; of Moses and Miriam, 
of numberless kings, warriors, and 
battles, how many young, ardent 
imaginations have they not fasci- 
nated and fired! Before he was 
able to read for himself, his nurse, 
it is helieved, had read the greater 
part of the Bible aloud to him three 
timers. There, at any rate, Ste. 
vensen's education wes excellent and 
super-excellent, though it must be 
admitted his mature work shows 
few traces of Biblical influences.

to be education, Presi- 
dent Coolidge urges con- 
tinued effort in behalf 
of extending that broad and liberal culture 
which is necessary if men are to think aright 
and know how to live. Those who enjoy nor- 
mal and peaceful environments, where orderly 
and efficient schools are provided almost as a 
matter of course, may not readily realize the 
need of concerted and consecrated effort in 
behalf of the movement to insure an extension 
of like privileges-to those to whom they are 
now denied. 

The President thoughtfully observes that no 
child or youth in the United States need be 
deprived of the benefits of education suited to 
his age and degree of advancement. And yet 
the fact remains that thousands, and probably 
hundreds of thousands, of children in the 
United States are today selfishly or ignorantly 
denied these benefits. Many of these are the 
children of American parents. Many others, 
and perhaps the majority, are those of immi- 
grants. It is not difficult, as one looks about, 
either in the larger citv or the smaller town, 
to discover those who have, carelessly or 
through force of circumstances, failed to gain 
even a common school education. They make 
no secret of the fact that they are improperly 
equipped for life’s work. And it is not some- 
thing to be boasted of that in most instances 
those interrogated as to the cause of this fail- 
ure are able to place the responsibility upon 
conditions, social or industrial, over which 
they, as defenseless children, had no control. 

It is a hopeful indication of greater progress 
in extending, even to the “submerged” sections 
of the large cities, as well as-the remote sec- 
tions of the mountains and plains, the influence 
of the schools, that isolation is becoming less 
complete, and that the privileges which have 
unwisely been denied to marf¥ are now assured 
to almost everyone. Since the year 1920 the 
observance of Education Week has been an 
annual event. Encouraged by the results al- 
ready achieved, greater effort than ever before 
will be made to guarantee to every boy and gir] 
in the United States the privilege which should, 
more than theoretically, be theirs. 

Whatever may be said to the contrary, citi- 
zenship and education go hand in hand. It 
may be insisted that only the educated are able 
to carry on a measurably successful campaign 
designed to destroy the established order of 
government, but truer than this is the fact that 
it is the ignorant and uneducated who are led 
astray by the false arguments of the disciples 
of discontent. Education may arm a few with 
weapons which, in the hands of the vicious. 
may be unwisely used. But it at the same time 
equips and fortifies the masses to withstand 
subtle arguments and the persuasions of those 
who would enlist their aid to accomplish what 
they would regret. | 

Education Week might profitably and prop- 
erly be devoted to efforts to promote a desire 
for that knowledge which will make of everv 
man, and woman, and boy, and girl, a conscien- 
tious defender of democracy. This will assure 
the perpetuation and extension of the Ameri- 
can educational system, and with this an as- 
sured growth and development of all the finer 
and better things.

public ownership of rail- 
wavs in Canada had re- 
sulted in inefficiency and 
laxity in operation. Sir Henry Thornton, presi- 
dent of the nationally owned railways, speak- 
ing at a “transportation night” meeting of the 
Masonic Blue Lodges in Hamilton, took the op- 
portunity to correct the impression that such 
erroneous statements tended to create. He had 
no objection, he said. to criticism across the 
border, ‘‘so long as it is the truth.’’ But in 
vigorously challenging an incorrect reference, 
he replied that “no privately owned railway 
anywhere furnishes a better service to its 
patrons, and no railway has a set of men more 
Joyal and more efficient than has the Canadian 
National Railwavs.”’ 

One test of this system is to travel on it. 
Patrons in Canada have found a decided im- 
provement since the railways that passed under 
government ownership were consolidated. 
They have to maintain a particularly high 
standard of efficiency to compete with the pri- 
vately owned system in Canada, the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. The fixed charges of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway are less than $16,000,000, 
while the Canadian National system has to 
meet fixed charges aggregating $66,000,000 a 
vear. The railways in Canada have been de- 
veloped in advance of the requirements of the 
country. But the excess of railway mileage 
should not be attributed to public ownership. 
It came about under an excess of zeal on the 
part of private railway promoters, who set out 
to build two new transcontinental railways to 
compete with the Canadian Pacific. 

The new railways, the Canadian Northern 
and the Grand Trunk Pacific, along with the 
original Grand Trunk Railway, which operated 


mainly in Ontario and Quebec, were only taken - 


over by the Dominion Government when they 
were faced with bankruptcy as private com- 
panies. The people of Canada had no very 
pronounced desire to experiment with public 
ownership of railways. But the credit of the 
Dominion had to be protected. Nationaliza- 
tion of the defaulting railways meant that the 


Canadian nation assumed the burden of pay- 
ing off an annual deficit of about $70,000,000 
on obligations which had been contracted un- 
der private ownership. 

Since the consolidation of unprofitable lines 
into the Canadian Nationai Railways, under 
the administration of Sir Henry Thornton, the 
annual deficit has been reduced to about $30,- 
000,000. With the steady progress of the Do- 
minion, it is not unduly optimistic to look for 
the total elimination of the deficit before many 
years. The nationally owned system in Can- 
ada is not the best example for opponents to 
select in arguing against public ownership. It 
is rather an example of failure, under private 
railway promoting, being converted into grad- 
ual success under nationalization.

the fact that the International Railway Congress 
—-last held in America in 1905, when its im- 
portance was recognized by the President of the 
United States, who addressed it personally— 
might well be brought there in 1930 as a fitting 
complement to the railway exposition, and, if 
Sufficient sentiment develops, to the general 
world’s fair. : 

The congress meeting in London next sum- 
mer will attract railway experts from all over 
the world, among whom a number of American 
railway officials already have been selected to 
present papers on various topics. At this meet- 
ing the time will be opportune to present the 
claim of the United States that the next quin- 
tennial meeting be held in the United States in 
conjunction with a fair depicting the progress in 
transportation in a century of intensive. devel- 
opment, in which America has held a leading 
position. 

The year 1930 is appropriate for such an expo- 
sition. It will mark the passage of an even hun- 
dred vears since the first steam trains were 
operated in America; since the vear when the 
first railroad for steam operation actually was 
completed. and since the first locomotive was 
built in the United States. In that hundred 
vears, progress has been made toa point where 
devices now must be used to regulate the actual 
movement of railroad trains, so intensive is the 
operation of many miles of railroad track. 

Countless subjects might form the basis of 
historical pageants depicting progress. The 
coming of the steel rail and its design; the tvpes 
of locomotives developed (even to this day with- 
ont fundamental change from the. original 


. theory of Watts): the improvement in coaches 


from the old type of stage coaches so graphically 
displayed by the New York Central in its per- 


manent exhibit at Grand Central Terminal. to. 


the steel Pullmans of the present dav; the re- 
cent advance in the art of electrical operation— 
all offer an opportunity to glorifv the railroad 
which has been the greatest single factor in 
welding together the far-flung parts of the 
United States, and in serving adequately its agri- 
cultural, manufacturing and mining industries. 
Iiven more interesting is such a tale because the 
supremacy of the steam locomotive in its second 
century of existence will be challenged sharply 
by the electric power, the motor car, the air- 
plane and even the de luxe dirigible. 

Ifa great national exhibition can be develope’ 
concurrently with the railway centennial, the 
desires of many Americans will be met. An 
exposition is a good thing for the Nation. It 
brings east and west, north and south together 
in hotel and sleeping car in a manner which im- 
presses. the size of the United States and its 
manifold occupations and peoples. And the 
more often that Maine shakes hands with Cali- 
fornia, and Texas exchanges greetings with 
Minnesota, the more happily is the sense of har- 
mony and.mutual forbearance between various 
sections promoted. 


Where such an exposition could or should-* 


take place is a matter which cannot he decided 
too soon. Five vears is a short enough period to 
plan a great centennial. Philadelphia, Chicago, 
St. Louis, Buffalo and San Francisco have enter- 
tained the world. New York, New Orleans and 
other cities have held fairs of a less international 
character. Washington is always the great city 
for gatherings large and small—the citv beauti- 
ful—-accustomed to the handling of the hordes 
of visitors. ) 

But if the fair is to be dedicated to a celebra- 
tion primarily of the progress of transportation, 
Chicago offers the greatest opportunity, situated 
centrally, and being as it is the world’s greatest 
railroad center. Chicago already has shown 
that it can plan energetically and manage 
competently. ae

and unexplored. This will be the third quest 
of the intrepid son of the vikings to chart these 
unknown regions. Lack of funds, combined 
with other untoward happenings, has made it 
impossible to pursue his previous explorations 
to their end. Now, it is announced, he has at 
his command the sum of $100,000, to be used 
in building and equipping a fleet of airplanes 
which will carry him and his companions from 
Spitzbergen to Point Barrow, Greenland. 

From this latter place Amundsen plans to 
reach the Pole, the journey to occupy seven 
hours. From this extreme northern point he 
proposes to fly alone over Alaska. Amundsen’s 
belief that a continent or archipelago will be 
discovered near the Pole is based upon his ob-

, servation of the movement of the tides in the 


| 


Arctic seas. Thus there exists a tremendous 
incentive to a discoverer who possesses the 
determination and ambition to face any peril 
in order to prove his theory. It is his hope to 
claim this new land as a colony of Norway, to 
be utilized as a strategic base for aerial circum- 
navigators and mail planes. Captain Amund- 
sen calls attention to the fact that thesdirect 
air route from England to Japan or California 
lies over the “top of the earth,” and that this 
same line also marks the direct route from 
many other parts of Europe to Asia. “With 
the development of dirigibles and airplanes,’ 
he says, “the northern route will be used, and 
if there is land there it will be of the greatest 
importance.” 

It is a little difficult to look forward to that 
time when the North Pole will be called out as 
a way station on the air route from Liverpool 
or Paris to San Francisco or Tokyo. And yet 
who shall say that the development in aero- 
nautics will not bring this realization? Even 
the craft with which the Amundsen expedition 
will be equipped will have on board radiocast- 
ing devices which, it is hoped, will make pos- 
sible the party’s constant communication with 
Christiania and other far-northern stations. 

The impossible seems to have been only im- 
agined. Man, in his progress upward and on- 
ward, apparently will never encounter the un- 
attainable. Until he himself prescribes the 
limit beyond which he shall not pass, he will 
continue to gain a greater and more complete 
dominion over all the earth and over himself. 


All radiodom. if the word may be coined at 


this time, is awaiting the result of the granting 
of the first license for

2000 watts by a radio- 
casting station. <A limit 
of 1000 watts has been in 
maintained heretofore. . 
As the result of the re- Radio 
cent radio conference in ee 
Washington, however, it 

has been decided to permit the use of more 
power, with station WTAM in Cleveland as the 
initial licensee and 1500 watts as the first 
step up. 

' Many are the pros and cons that have been 
urged in connection with superpower, so 
called, by various radio interests throughout 
the country. The principal objection has been 
that superpower will cause a large amount of 
interference, so that two stations will be heard 
at once in many neighborhoods and that long- 
distance reception in the vicinity of the sta- 
tions using from 1500 to 5000 watts will be 
almost impossible. Against this point is the 
fact that many people who now have only the 
poorest sort of reception, since thev live far 
from sending stations, will be able to hear the 
best of the programs from the larger cities. 

Static is one of the greatest interferences in 
radio reception, particularly during the warm 
months. Superpower, by a greatly increased 
signal strength, will eliminate much of this. 
Daytime reception is practically impossible. 
even with the best receivers, at distances of 
more than 100 miles from a station using such 
power as has been allowed up.to the new ruling. 

It finally resolves itself to a point of some 
giving up a certain amount, in order that other 
people may have a little more of the better 
things. Those living near the centers of civ- 
ilized activity can surely afford to go without 
the thrill of long-distance work in order to 
allow some of their country brethren an oppor- 
tunity to enjov a good concert. They can go 
out and attend the finest performances, while 
the other people must depend either upon pho- 
nographs or radio, with radio a never-ending 
source of good things. 

Of course, interference should not be encour- 
aged. It is quite possible to have a powerful 
Station tuned sharply, while we have heard 
many weak stations tune very broadly. WTAM 
now comes into distant places almost-like their 
local stations at times, and is a bit broad in 
tuning. Perhaps because of this it is not the 
happiest choice of a station to inaugurate high- 
powered radiocasting. However, this condition 
can be changed, and doubtlessly will be. In 
the meantime, listeners near these super- 
stations should remember that, even though 
they cannot cut through and get distance sta- 
tions, some little farmhouse or lonely woods- 
man’s cabin, miles away from anywhere, has a 
happy, eager group of listeners who are deeply 
grateful for the good that superpower has 
brought to them.

Almost as wonderful in its way as the recently 
completed round-the-world flying trip is a pro- 
jected journey under the auspices of the French 
Government across the heart of Africa by auto- 
mobile.

As one travels southward in South America, however,

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The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in Berlin 


Berlin, Nov. 17%. 

Admiral von Tirpitz, one of the leaders of the Con- 
servatives, declared in an election speech? in Hambure 
that the coming Reichstag elections will be the most 
important elections that Germany has ever witnessed. 
Germany, he said, was about to become a world power 
at the beginning of this century but failed. Germany, the 
admiral declared, had proved her ability to succeed, since 
in the last war she fought successfully against stronger 
opponents for four years—a feat which he attributed to 
“the Bismarck politica] system.” The admiral then 
admitted that the Germans could not have ended the 
war successfully, but he insisted that the revolution was 
responsible for the ensuing distress... He predicted fur- 
ther suffering for the Germans if they did not “immedi- 
ately turn from the democratic leaders.” and concluded 
by saying that he believed that Germany would never 
again have the chance of becoming a world power. 


Dr. Otto Gessler, the German Minister of Defense, re 
cently lectured before the Lessing High. School in Berlin 
cn the present strength, or weakness as some will have 
it, of the German army. The provisions of the Treaty of 
Versailles, he said, had deteriorated the technical equip- 
ment as well as the organization of the Reichswehr to 
such an extent that the German army is incapable of 
waging any wars against the armies of other European 
nations, which are organized along the most modern lines 
and are equipped with the latest technical devices for 
warfare. 

In order to elucidate this point, he compared the 
Reichswehr with the present French army and with the 
armies of two of France’s allies, Czechoslovakia and 
Poland. The Reichswehr, in fact, Dr. Gessler believes, is 
scarcely in a position to defend the German frontiers, 
and the German navy is too weak to protect Germany's 
long coast line. Nevertheless he opposes the suggestion 
which has beén made to convert the entire army into a 
police force for the preservation of peace and order at 
home. 

Either, he argued, the Allies themselves will live up 
to the Treaty of Versailles wAich provides that they 
should commence to disurm as soon as Germany had dis- 
armed. or there will be a change inthe political situa- 
tion of Europe which will enable the Reich to 
its army to the strength is due to it owing to 
Germany's position in international politics and its seo- 
graphical location.
